“Anoihèer surprise was tO Visit 
Pavlovst, ourside Leningrad, to see the 
only really slap-up country house [ bave 
ever been in where everything looked : 
brand new, Ever bit of painr, every bit of 
gilding, fy piece of furtiture, erery 
carpet, every curtain, everything, was in 
spanking order. The house had been 
dvnamited by the Germans during the war 
and they left it a shambles. It was restored . 
aud everything inside had been collected. : 
The Russians had worked ir all into a 
fabulous collection. 


“I Jike all those Palladian houses out- 
side Venice. They're marvellous. but rmmost + 
of them are in dreary. flat country and 1l : 
like to have a view from a height, over 
hills and ımountains. T've admired many ۹ 
houses and thought them beautiful, but : 
I really thiok I've lost the desire for a 2 
great house ever again because of the. 
responsibility” and the hard work it 4 
involves. 


* One of tbe things I have never under- 
stood is why multi-milionaires don’t 
employ retired ambassadresses and give 
rhem an enorntous salary just to run their 
houses for them. Today it's the boredom - 
of Finding butlers and foormen, if they 
still exist, and housermaids thar makes the 
ownership of a large house such a burden 
instead of ù pleasure. It would be a 
gharity to the penniless xambassadress and 
ease the lifc of the millionaires wife, who - 
doesn't do it very well because she does 
not have the experience.” 

He talks well, with a touch of flippancy 
and a waspish sense of humour. The 
Bedford face. instantly recognizable from 
his ancestors’ portraits, is unlined and 
bland, the hair white and thinning. His , 
mild air is deceptive. He misses norhbing, 
and an unacceptable action or remark can 
bring a cold blue stare. He is the easiest 
of guests and finds raking it easy no 
problem. 


“I never Jiked any of the things that 
one is supposed to like in the situation in 
which I found myself. 1 don't like fishin 
or shooting or hunting or racing or any o 
rhe English gentleman's occupations. I did - 
nearly all of them as a child. n my 
father's lifcimt we were killing foxeş or 
fish or pheasants all the year round and, 
I found it all very uncomfortable, I really’ 
didn’t enjoy it. 

“The joy of not having to get up at 
half past five to go cubbing or pursuing 


„pheasants in Arciüc weather or standing 


on a river bank in the rain to pull out a 
slippery fish is somerhing that has com» 
pletely passed me by, but thank God we 
dont all ‘feel the same way. I am 
delighted that people do kili pheasants 
and catch salmon because I love to eat 
the results.” 

The Duke no longer attends {he House 
of Lords. “The. hereditary system is mor 
very good : one should have some elected 
qualificarions. A second chamber is essen- 
tial and J may hare attended three or four 
debates about things I felc strongly about, 
but I never really taok part in politics. 

“TI thought it was something one really . 
ought to deyote one’s whole rime to, 
rather than do ir as a temporary thing . 
or just go along to collect the 15 quid 
or whatever it is ıhat people ger for going 
there. It's something too vital and too 
responsible to take lightly.”

I 
spent 25 years working it up and trying 
ta create something, but I learnt thut 
possessions, in the end, if you feel 
responsible towards them, tend to take 
over your whole Jife, Now I am pleased 
tHar { hare norhlNg O1 YiJjue any more. 

“TI am delighted tbat other people have 
o possessions and that I can go and 
ook at them, bur I never again want the 
responsibility of safeguarding and restor- 
ing_ pictures and furniture, keeping the 
roof, the bricks and mortar in good order, 
and all the rest of it. I also miss rhe people 
who work on the estate at Woburn, and 
nf cnurse { miss the snnce. Now we lite 
in three or fourroomecd flats here and 
there and I miss having room to breathe 
very much. ۴ 

“Many of those possessions were Hot 
bought because someone admired them ; 
they were a kind of showingaft, proving 
to neighbours and friends how rich you 
were, what good taste you iad, how 
educated and cultured you were. They 
were a kind of facade, and of course they 
were all somebody else's facade, they 
weren't really mine. I only bought one or 
two minor things that were important from 
an historical point of view. . 

“I loved Woburn probably more rhan 
anything else in my life. Ir could be partiy 
because 1 found out ît was somethin 1 
could do successfully.

“Also I wanted my grandchildren to 
be brought up there, +o get the feel of 
the place and perhaps understand why I 
worked so hard to preserve it for future 
generations.

Russells. The. Duke gives the impression 
that the transition of Woburn from private 
fortress to public plavaround was easy and 
pleasurable.

“TI never knew the house until I was 
16 or 17 because my grandfather was a 
soldier and my farmer a pacifist. Ther 
had a: row in the First World War and 
didn’t speak to each other for abour 20 
years, I remember. reading in rhe news’ 
paper of the Duchess of Bedford breaking 
the ‘record for a2 flight to South Africa. I 
sald to a maid who was working İn our 
Fouse,.* Thar sounds a very brave woman.

Î had ever heard of the Dukes and

“FT was neither.a soldier nor a pacifist 
and when I was 21 ! married somebody 
bath my’ father and grandfather srrongly 
disapproved of. They tied up the estate 
ir such a tight trust thar it was really 
imipossible to break it. Everything was in 
the trustees’ hands; I couldn't do anything 
wirfioüut their permission. 

“I had a 20-year battle. As I became 
successful the trustees vaguely conceded 
that whar î was doing in dctual fact was 
helping to preserve Woburn. Tie collec- 
tian at.the fimıe of my grandfather's death 
was. valued at £250,000. I imagine tht 
the. contents of Woburn roday must be 
abaut £12-1% million, so perhaps I 
didn't do so badly from tke trustees" 
point of view in rhe long run.

Gune could be forgiven for 
believing that parts of Presi- 
dent Reagan's inaugural speech 
were from ai ivtroduction to a 
treatise on anarchism, For 
example, his statement “ In this 
present crisis government is not 
the solution—t is the problem 
could surely be the masthead, 
and perhaps is, of a number of 
anarchist journals in various 
parts of the world. 

There is lirtle difference ir 
this statement and. the proposi- 
tion hy the anarchist George 
Woodcock in his book, The 
Anarchist Reader, when he says, 
* By derivation, anarchism is 
the doctrine which contends 
that government is the source 
of most of our social troubles 
and that there are viable forms 
of voluntary organizations. And 
hy further definitiore the anarch- 
ist is the man who sets out to 
create a society without govern- 
ment *. 

Of course as an extreme çon- 
servative politician, President 
Reagan is by no means a con- 
scious anarchist. In fact he is 
clearly an implacable enemy of 


true anarchism, which with all’ 


its faults is a ferm of non-state 
socialism. 3 

In a modern technological 
society, unless one is to have 
total chaos, it is necessary to 
have _governmert intervention 
in ecohomic affoirs. It is essen- 
tial to plan the nation's 
resources, but to do this as 
democratically as possible. 

It is this need for planning 
wlich clearly marks the border 
between anarchistic socialism 
amd democratic socialism as it 
is understood in the West. It is 
obvious that President Reagar 
îs not about to abolish the state. 
To that exteut he is not and 
never can be a true anarchist, 
but like other devotees of the 
private cnterprise system he 
unwittiogly goes part of the 
way with the anarchists.

What is really meant when it 
is argued that gprernment is the 
root of all evil? Is government 
wrong to create a health seıvice 
which ensures that everyone has 
a right to proper health care? 
Js gorernment wromg to create 
a social security system with 
unemployment benefits,. among 
others? Should government not 
be concerned. to ensure that 
there is a good system of edu- 
cation for all ard decent houses 
for people to live in? 

It is not that government 1$ 
wrong but thar some govern» 
ments are incompetent or are 
too bureaucratic. 

Government is equated with 
high taxation, But asain, is it 
possible to provide roads, 
sewerage, schools, houses, wel- 
fare, parks, police etc without 
taxes? In those countries 
where taxes are kept to a mini 
mum, so too is the provision of 
services for the people, and 
certain services simply cannot 
be organized properly by pri- 
vate enterprise because in 
modern terms they cannot make 
a profit. 

It, is surely no accident that 
Daniel De Leon, leader of the 
Socialist Labour Party in _ the 
United States hefore the First 
World War, always classified 
the conservative free-entcr- 
prisers as basically anarchist ın 
their thinking. 

Other parts of Mr Reagan's 
speech contained a mixture of 
old-fashioned Iaisser-fairc eco- 
romic concepts and sheer jingo- 
ism, appealing for America to 


You canı tell a lot about a 
country from its ritual.

Şir, There are two basic . reasons 

for the foot crisis in Ihe dereiopinEg 

world referred to by Melvyn TYesr- 

luke tarticle. January 8) and Nir 

Clarke (fetter, January 13l. The 

first is thar insufficient food is 

produced in the world to provide’ 

an adequate diet for its present 
Population, ler alone the numbers 

of people which will have to be fed 

by the end of the century, This ° 
insufficiency of food is caused not 

by lack of land or by lack of know- 

How. It is caused bv the fact that. 

food production has been tradi- 

tionally, and still is, ar the bortom 

of the social and ecogomic scale. 

In the Third World the primary 
producer has a lower standard of 
living than his urban counterpart ; 
investment in agriculture normally 
brings in a lower return than docs 
investment ir industry. Hence the 
potentially skilled manpower and 
the investment which are Recessarv 
for increased production and effi. 
cienr production are lacking, land 
remains undraincd or unirrigated 
and the briahtest boys nf rhe 
village make their way to the towns 
rather than staying or the land and 
growing the food. 

The second reason is lack of 
money with which te buy such food 
as is produced. Air Clarke draws 
our attention to the export of fond 
from East Alirica and Brazil. Such 
exports only take place because the , 
consumers of the west can afford 
to par more for this food than can 
the hungry people ot Brazil and 
Easr Africa. 2 

Neither of these situations can 
be remedied wirhout a transfer of 
wealth from rich countries FQ paar.’ 
Those who are genuinely anxious to 
diminish malnutririon in the Third 
World must realize that it is onlv 
by a radical redistribution of wealth 
berween north and south that their: 
objectives can be achieved,

Miss Levy wries eloquently 
about the “ vision, courage, fortitude 
and determination” of Mr Dirk 
Mudge, the white- leader of rhe 
internal Democraticéi _ Turnhalle 
Alliance. and his ` Council of 
.Ministers. J] belerve ber raprurons 
encomium to be emwmirely misplaced. 
Mir Mudge occupies a position 
precisely analogous to that of 
Bishap Abel Muzorewa in Zim- 
habwe. Ir should surprise no one 
thar a. small number of biacks, 
maslly from minority tribes, are 
.willıog to Cooperate with him: it 
iş of the essence of apartheid ta 
divide und rule, and in serting 
Herero azainsr Ovambo in Namibia, 
South Africa is simply ruming 
true to form. 

I da not doubt that, like Bishop 
Muznrewa, Mr Mudge is a man of 
good intentions. Bur to argue, as 
Miss Levy does; that he has 
“swepr the coumry along towards 
a truly nareracial state” is a 
grotesque perversion of the truth. 
Petty iupartheid has indeed been 
sharply reduced : black people are 
now generously permitted to enter 
white hotels and houses in 
smart wiutè areas. Bur how many 
of them can afford to do sa ? In the 
1980-81 Windhoek City budger, 68 
per cent Of the operating expendi- 
ture {most of which is salaries) 
goes to the white area; 27 per cent 
to the black township, and 5 per 
cent to the coloured ‘township. Of 
capital expenditure (housing, 
sanitation, etc, 53 per cent goes 
to the white area, 27 per cenr to 
the black and 20 per cent to the 
coloured townships (figures quoted 
in the Windhock Observer, June 7, 
1980). Until the basic economic 
structures are changed, no amount 
of cosmetic blandishments on the 
part af the brave; courageous, 
determined Mr Mudge and his col- 
leagues will make the slightest dif- 
ference. 

° The situation in Namibia js 
analogous to that of Zirrbabwe in 
more.ways than one. Like the former 
Patriotic Front, Swapo enjoys over- 
whelming black support within the 
country, and many of its leaders 
(including Sam Nuioma). are com- 
mitted Christians. 1f Swapo seeks 
EE e the Soviet Urtion, 
that ic onl Deguse TEeCEiY#! 
Tele trom the est. Wat Namitbia 
dnes not have; and desperately 
needs, is a Lord Carrington, pre- 
pared to ' expend time. skill and 
patience negotiating ‘for genuinely 
democratic ejections, The greatest 
irony of all is that, if South Africa's 
tand Miss Levy's) views prevail, 
Swapo will have no option but to 
embrace the Russian bear; and ir 
will be anorher Angola, not another 
Zimbabwe. that the people of South 
Africa will ane day find on their 
doorstep.

The Adagio . for Strings of 
1936, which has had an enduring

work. Hîs Symphony No 1 was 
giveu by Molinari in Rome in 
1936 and in the following year 
was heard at the Salzburg Festi- 
val.
